Only One Load Since Thursday 


Morning for the Whole City 


-Cannot Get Cats 


. Sweltering under the vertical rays 


. of a July sun, Reno is iceless. There 


are small reserves in some of tl\e dis 
pensaries of liquid refreshments which 
may permit of a frappe if called for 
sufficiently early this morning, but 
not if the order is deferred too long. 


The ice famine, approaching for 


'Jays, arrived on the afternoon of the 
third, 'when the last cake of congealed 
water from the Sierra creeks was 
hauled from the storage warehouse on 
Bast Fourth street. Meager reiij- 
forcements arrived that night in the 
form of a single carload. The same 
quantity was also received on the 
morning of the Fourth. 


Now the supply is as nearl a minus 


quantity as such a thing is possible, 


The Reno Ice & Cold Storage Com- 


__pany wliich supplies Reno has a '.ware- 


house, with a capacity of 50 carloads 
and is backed up by an artificial plant 
in occasional operation. A few weeks 


. ago the warehouse was full to over- 


flowing .with, natural ice, but the re- 
serves dwindled away as the thermo- 
meter rose; Efforts were made to re- 
plenish, but there were no cars avail- 
able. The supply was about one car- 
load a day;less than the 'demand. The 
result was ; inevitable. 


Reno consumes three carloads of 


ice a day, without wasting any of it. 
The Reno Brewing Company alone 
uses nearly a carload a day in the tor- 
rid season. Yesterday • it was 
un- 


able to send out a' carload of bees,,on 
a rush order, because it was umtole

BOSS OF THE BOARD

NEW YORK, July 5.—In command 


of a;-fleet of sixteen of the stoutest 
battleships of the American .navy, 
it is planned to send A.dmiral Rodley 
D. Eva'ns into the Pacific, -a, trip of 
13,000 miles, the longest cruise of such 
a fleet on record. 


No one connected with the navy de- 


partment at Washington denies it and 
Oyster Bay preserves silence, although 
there come from Japan a note of un- 
easiness. 
Details are lacking, but the 


general board of the navy has plan'ned 
everything in advance, so that war 
will, mot-find the nation unprepared. 


It is Admiral Dewey's private plan. 


"A Practice Cruise." 


"I have received no orders for a 


cruise, what may be in contempla- 
tion, I, of course, do not know. It is 
my business only to do whatever the 
government may "require," said Ad- 
miral Evans aboard his' flagship to- 
night. He attaches no more signific- 
ance to the plans for a practice cruise 
that will take his great fleet a'rouncU

The next stop 
wil Ibe Rip.de Janeiro, and .from that 
point the vessels wouk^not stop until 
they reached Sand Point'in the.Straits 
of Magellan. Here again, the coal 
supply would be replenished for the 
run'to Callao, Peru.: 


From Panama: to San Francisco. 
The nex£ stage would 
be "from 


Callao to Panama and from that port 
the ships would proceed without ia 
stop to .San Francisco. 


It is believed that after reaching 


Peruvian waters the movements of 
the vessels will be much more delib- 
erate than up 
to that 
time. Al- 


though the reason for this statement is 
not officially obtainable, it is appar- 
ent that the explanation is to be found 
in the fact that battleships will be 
within easy reach of San.Francisco—- 
in other words they could in an 'em- 
ergency arrive at that port before any 
•other fleet-could.

present hands is certain. ' 


Twentieth Century Club May Act. 
No organized movement has 
yet 


been launched/ but it is probable that 
within the/course of s. few days the 
Twentieth Century Club will .hold a 
meeting to discuss the subject. 
As 


the result of such a meeting, it could 
easily be'arranged with the trustees 
who are willing, .to-resign, and with 
Superintendent Moran. that the resig- 
nations shall be filed, and the vacan- 
cies filled by the. appointment of 
mothers. 


That the^-women shall be given en- 


tire eharga of the schools is a pro- 
position to which Mr. Moran w,luld 
not, probably, agree. It is likely that 
he'will insist'-;thai at least two men 
be liept on the.board to counsel its ac- 
tion'in purely, business matters. But 
•otherwise^ it needs^o-nly .the necessary 


steps by tha mothers of the city, who

schools from taint of politics and per- 
sonalities, to. meet • the...trustees, why 
are willing to resign and the superin- 
tendent, in order to have such a re- 
organizajion of the board as will wipe 
out present conditions.

Power .Company has entered upon a 
campaign which means the expendi- 
ture of $15rOOO,000, tha transmission 
of.the highest voltage in the world 
and over a longer line. 


R. E. Maynard, vice-president of the 


company, and H. A. Lemmon, who .has 
charge of one of the departments of 
construction work, spent yesterday in 
this city. They report that the com- 
pany has already expended $250,000 
in the purchase of reservoir sites and 
now owns more than one-third of the 
taxable land in Alpine county. 


Eight splendid power sites have al- 


ready been secured, including Hope 
and Fish valleys, which 'will be con- 
verted into immense reservoirs, . so 
large that the power plants can bs 
operated, for five months without a 
single drop of water coming into the 
reservoirs. 


Four surveying parties and one con- 


struction crew are no\v actively en- 
gaged. 
As the season advances and 


the ' preliminai'y work -is completed, 
more men will be put to work. 


The 'power to be generated will be 


conveyed as far as to Ely, Nevada, the 
longest, transmission line in the world, 
and unique in another point, in that 
It will carry the largest voltage, 100,- 
000 volts. 


Within the next 10 years the com- 


.pany expects to expend $15,000,000, 
and will then possess the most elabo- 
rate electrical generating and trans- 
mission plant in the world. 
Power 


will be sold so cheap, the officials say,, 
that it will be possible to • establish 
industries of every sort in the state.

Let's Get Rid of Maxson 


\J17E MAKE the.proposition seriously. We bslicye tliat 


the test interests of the public school system of 


Reno require that the blight: of bossism by a profession^ 
pplitician.be: lifted 'from over the board of trustees. "We 
believe that 'it is an- affront to any American community to 
have a politician holding- a place of such partisan promi- 
nence as Maxson holds, .to be virtually the master of that 
community's" educational system; to be in a position "to 
dictate the filling of the offices of instructor, and to ''be in 
a position to dictate the expenditure of 'the great sum 
which is annually appropriated .for the maintenance of 
the schools. Therefore, we say, in ali seriousness, let's 
get rid of Maxson, so far as his place as boss of the school 
board is concerned. 
, 


If Col. Maxson had any : especial- qualifications for the 


office which he /holds, -the demand for his removal might 


Jme when the board was not in session, to move the 
school. The act was without the authority of the board, 
and when independent members protested, Maxson inso- 
ently asked: "What the hell a-e you going to do about 
t?" Within the last few weeks Maxson endeavored to 
jet members of the board to consent, without being called 
nto regular session;-to disppse of the bond issue to a cer- 
tain bank. 
He buttonl-holed members of the board on 


street • corners, and. askedy'their. permission to close the 
.leal for the bond sale, leaving it to "Some future meeting 
to ratify the action. 
;

And it is a matter of record that he endeavored to 


,iave his' salary as clerk of the board raised by a scheme 
of remuneration that would have fastened upon the "city 
one of the neatest grafts imaginable. 
Going, to Carsojn 


while the legislature was in session, he got Senator Boyd 
to introduce a bill stipulating that the clerk of the Reno 
school board should be remunerated for his services on 
the basis of S5 a-month for-each teacher employed in the 
schools. At that time he represented that his action had 
the approval of- the trustees. Under the bill Maxson's 
salary would have beeri-boosted from $25 a- month to $180 
a month, 36.teachers being then employed. And with the 
erection and. commissioning of the proposed new school 
buildings, it would have gone quickly to something like 
$300 a month. . Senator Boyd learned promptly thafthls 
particular Maxsonian scheme for fattening upon the tax- 
payers did not have the approval of the Reno trustees, 
,nd as promptly withdrew the biU. 
-

These are a few specimens of the Maxson way of ad- 


ministering the affairs of the Reno public .schools. 


Let's get rid of him. 
It can be done.. The Journal has suggested that 


women, who are clearly eligible .under the state consti- 
tution, be placed on the school board. The plan suggested 
has met with general/and hearty7 approval. District At- 
torney Moran, who is,!also, Superintendent of Schools, is 
pledged by an interview in this morning's Journal, to 
appoint women to such vacancies as may be| created by 
the resignation of present members of the board. Three 
members of this board, are 'willing-to retire. 


If the mothers of the city will ta-ke the matter up, it 


will be possible, before the .next school year begins, to 
have three members of the. board appointed from theli 
own ranks. 
With this change in the board Maxson's 


activity as a member of the school board may be re- 
stricted to a vote .cast with the minority. To expect, that 
he will resign is too much. "Few die and none resign," 
said old" Simon Cameron, in speaking of officeholders :.6f 
the Maxson type.

That his appointment to the 


board on two separate occasions have been solely due to 
the "pull" he was able to .exercise by virtue 'of his place 
in the Republican state organization cannot be gainsaid. 
That he is without; especial qualifications for tlie office is 
a certainty; •TJli'atJhe is one who lets considerations of 
partisan politics rise superior to his duty to the com- 
munity is pretty well understood.

DISCOVERED 


IN THANKSGIVING 
MINE 


The Report of Strike Includes Statement 


That it Is Most Important Yet Made 


in the Camp of Manhattan 


Tellurium ore has been struck in 1:he 


Thanksgiving in the west drift at- the- 
230-foot level. The .ore that is'being 
'broken down is all sacked without- 
sorting and is the richest yet taken 
from any property in this camp.' 
Percy Train made assays and anal- 


yses of the ore and when he announced 
the. results stated that the ore was tel- 
lurium and that the discovery was the 
most important made since the camp 
came into existence. 
- "We'll beat Goldfield and Cripple 
Creek," said the assayer, who is usu- 
aliv a (fold-blooded calculator of rock 
values.
